The Indications in monetary matters continue
lo point to a prolongod ease. The national
finances are working easily, and tbere is no
pressing demand for money for any of tho regu-
lar channels of trade. The Secretary of tne
Treasury will reduce the interest, if indeed he
should not pay off his a "$ cout. currency de-

posits, on 10 days' notice, on or after Sep-

tember 1. These deposits amounted on l?t
August to $0R,665,49. Ills 4 p cent, green-
back deposits to the different Clearing
house banks ot New York, Boston, Philadel-
phia, Baltimore, Cincinnati, and Chicago,
amounted to $:0,000,000. These last he will not
probably disturb. But his present currency
